In accordance with Chapter 221 of Title 18 V.S.A., the Green Mountain Care Board 

(GMCB) has closed Vermont Department of Mental Health’s application to develop a 

secure residential treatment program at 26 Woodside Drive in Essex for individuals 

requiring residential treatment program services for mental health conditions. The project 

involves demolition of the existing Woodside facility and new construction to house the 

secure residential treatment program. Project cost: $21,900,521.  

 

An individual or entity may submit a written petition to intervene in a Certificate of Need 

(CON) proceeding up to five (5) business days following the Board’s closure of a CON 

application. Any such petitions in this proceeding must be submitted in writing to the 

GMCB at the address listed below, on or before July 30, 2021. 

 

The Board will hold a hearing in this matter and comments from the public will be 

accepted through August 2, 2021, ten calendar days after the date of this application close 

letter.  

 

A public hearing is scheduled for Wednesday, August 4, 2021, beginning at 1:00 p.m. 

Please note that presenters and Board Members will be participating remotely through 

Microsoft Teams. Members of the public can attend the hearing at the physical location at 

144 State St., Montpelier, VT 05602, through the Microsoft Teams application, or via the 

call-in number. Public comment will be accepted at the hearing.
